SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled photographic material also known as Item 46 Sleeve containing a 
photograph has been classified as unrestricted. 

The publication is a black and white photograph of a beach scene. The image depicts 
four umbrellas with canvas awnings arranged around the central subjects, an 
adolescent girl in a white muslin dress who is holding the hand of a small child in white 
shorts and a horizontal striped top and sunhat. The younger child is holding the 
sunhat onto their head. Both figures are looking out to sea. It is a strongly composed 
image which evokes a calming mood. 

The publication does not raise any matters of consideration under ss3(1), 3(2), and 
3(3) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. As a consequence 
the publication is classified as unrestricted. 
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
